“What is obsolescent?” Baruch 
asked. “Great Britain’s survival 
in the second world war de- 
pended on some so-called obsol- 
escent destroyers. The war in 
Korea has been fought on am- 
munition left over from the sec- 
ond world war.” 

As a veteran financier, Baruch 
is cautious on the question of the 
much discussed “Malenkov de- 
pression” — the depression that 
the Russians have predicted for 
America, as the automatic result 
of a peace in Korea. He feels 
confident such a depression can 
be avoided, but he believes that 
whether it takes place depends 
in great part on what the United 
States Government does, 

He points out that there is con- 
siderable contrast today with the 
state of things directly after 
World War II when world-wide 
shortages kept the demand for, 
goods high and thus provided a 
spur for production and full em- 
ployment.

When State Was Trusted. 


While this sounds like a very 
drastic reform, it is no more than 
the undoing of what was no doubt 
a well intentioned but nonethe- 
less a most serious mistake of the 
Truman Administration.
